Bible Says Women Not To Speak,

The remarkable detail with 
which the Bible meets every prob- 
lem of modern life is one of the 
proofs that it is the inspired Word 
of Gad. Some people foolishly be- 
lieve that the Bible is “out of 
date,” that it is “unscientific.” 
They only reveal their ignorance. 
Those who know the Bible must 
be convinced that only God could 
have had such a Book written. It 
is beyond the wisdom of any man 
or set of men. The Bible gives the 
answer about women preachers. 


In recent years there has been an 
increasing tendency toward the ac- 
ceptance of women preachers. A 
very large proportion of the or- 
dgined ministers among Pentecost- 
al, Four Square Gospel, Apostolic, 
and Holiness people, are women. 
Spiritualists have a majority of 
women leaders as do many other 
false and pagan cults. Many Chris- 
tian Science practitioners and 
workers are women, as would be 
expected, since the founder of the 
cult was a woman, Mrs. Mary 
Baker Eddy. Seventh Day Advent- 
ists revere the writings of Mrs. 
White as divinely inspired. Among 
many smaller groups, independent 
of the major denominations, wo- 
men preachers and Bible teachers 
have a prominent place. 


But in the older and well estab- 
lished denominations the same ten- 
dency has made itself felt. North- 
ern Methodists have been ordain- 
ing women preachers for some 
time, and Northern Baptists fre- 
quently do the same. A woman, 
Mrs. Helen Barrett Montgomery, 
was President of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. Aimee Semple 
McPherson, Uldene Utley, the girl 
evangelist, and others, have popu- 
larized women evangelists and 
some good preachers and writers, 
usually fundamentally sound on 
other matters have endorsed the 
preaching of women. 


Among Southern Baptists, wo- 
men preachers are not reco 
In theory, Southern Baptists do not 
believe in women. preachers. In ac- 
tual practice it has now became 
customary for women to speak be- 
fore congregations of men and wo- 
men in Baptist churches .through- 
out the South. Women often teach 
Bible classes of both men and wo- 
men and think they do not violate 
the Scripture when they simply 
announce that they are not preach- 
ers and then proceed to preach! 
Among Southern Baptists, Mrs. 
Ella Broadus Robertson, Miss 
Katherine Mallory, Mrs. J. M. Daw- 
son, and many others have been 
noted women speakers. And 
throughout the land, in practically 


all denominations, women have.

A Happy and Prosperous Year --- 
How To Have It 


God’s Plain Rule For Prosperity And Success, Material And 


"“Whatsoever he doeth shall 
prosper’ (Psalms 1:3) 

“That thou mayest prosper 
mn thou goest™ (Joshua 
1:7). 

“For then thou shalt make thy 
way prosperous, and then thou 
shalt have good success" (Joshua 
1:8). 


Many people do not take: the Bi- 
ble seriously. They think it has 
little to do with the practical af- 
fairs of life. A great many Chris- 
tianms and even preachers foolishly 
say tnat the Bible and Bible re- 
ligion are good enough for spiritual] 
things but they cannot give any 
guarantee of prosperity in this life. 
It is taken for granted that being 
a Christian and living by the Bible 
cannot halp a man make a living 
for his family, to have a job in 
hard times, and to prosper finan- 
cially and materially. But such an 
idea is contrary to the Bible. The 
Bible does give a clear rule for 
prosperity and success in every de-

tail of a man’s life, including both 
spiritual happiness and material 
comfort. 7 


Certainly we will grant that God 
does not want everybody to be rich. 
He does not want people even to 
desire riches. We are told that 
“the love of money is the root of 
all evil” (I Tim. 6:10), and covet- 
ousness is mentioned as one of the 
ten great sins prohibited by the 
ten. commandments. Ged. does not 
usually want. His children: to be 
millionaires. But on the other hand 
God does not want them to be de- 
feated and in want. I am certain 
that God is displeased and dis- 
honored by the multitude of church 
members who are on relief, pro- 
fessing Christians who fail in all 
they put their hand to, people who 
are the pity and the burden of all 
who successfully and prosperously 
meet life’s obligations. 


A glance at several verses will 
show that God wants His people 
to have all good things, including 


sufficient food and raiment and 
other necessities of life. 


"No good thing will he withhold 
from them that walk uprightly” 
(Psalms 84:11). 

“But seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness; and 
all these things shall be added un- 
to you" (Matt. 6:33). 

"Honour the Lord: with thy sub- 
stance, and with the firstfruits of 
all thine increase: So shall thy barns 
be filled with plenty, and thy press- 
es shall burst out with new wine” 
(Prov. 3:9, 10). 

“But my God shall supply all 
your needs according to his riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus" (Phil. 
4:19). 


In the 37th Psalm are a number 
of promises of material blessings. 
For instance, verse 3 says, “Trust 


in the Lord, and do good; so shalt 


thou dwell in the land, and verily 
thou shalt be fed.” The same 
Psalms clearly shows that God 
wants His people to earn their

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Women Preachers —

to the Bible we must go. If the 
Bible is the very Word of God, as 
all of us old fashioned Christians 
believe, then the commands of the 
Bible are commands of God. And 
what the Bible says on this ques- 
tion should settle the matter for 
Christians. 

In the church at Corinth were a 
number of heresies and those here- 
sies led Paul to write a letter to 
the church to settle the problems 
‘ that arose. The book of First Cuor- 
inthians is this divinely inspired 
answer to their questions. I Cor- 
inthians 14, verses 34 and 35 teil 
us plainly God’s will about women 
speaking in the churches. 


“Let your women keep silence in 
the churches: for it is not permit- 
ted unto them to speak; but they 
are commanded to be under obe- 
dience, as also saith the law. 


“And if they will learn any thing, 
let them Ae their husbands at 
home: for it is a shame for women 
to speak in the church." — | Car. 
14:34, 35. 


I remember when years ago I 
tried to reconcile the custom of 
Baptist churches with this Scrip- 
ture. With me it was an embar- 
rassing matter for years until 
finally I quit trying to explain it 
away. “Let your women keep si- 
lence jn the churches: for it is not 
permitted unto them to speak;’’... 
... it is a shame for women to 
speak in the church.” Those are 
clear and positive statements of 
the Word of God, Do Mot quarrel 
with them. First of all, accept 
these statements as from God, com- 
mands to be obeyed. Then try to 
understand just what God wants 
women to do with the respect to 
public services of the church. 

We should look elsewhere in the 
Bible to learn more about the si- 
lence commanded here for women, 
but we need go no further to be 
sure that here God puts a restric- 
tion on women speaking in the 
church. Clearly and positively this 
passage says that God has a dif- 
ferent plan for women than that 
for men, as far as public expression 
in the churches is concerned. In 
no possible way can we honestly 
interpret: this Scripture to mean 
_ that women have the same freedom 

to speak before public assemblies 
as men have. The general rule for 
women, given by divine inspiration, 
is that they should keep silence in 
the churches. It is a shanie for 
them to speak. They are to be 
under obedience even in the public 
services, and if they wish to learn 
something, instead of inquiring in 
the public discussion, they are to 
ask their husbands at home. 

Every woman preacher violates 
this plain command of God’s Word. 


Another Scripture Just As Clear 


. One Scripture throws light on 
another Scripture. The Bible ex- 
plains itself. In I Timothy 2:11-15 
the same subject is discussed and 
the instructions are very clear. 
‘Those verses say: | 


“Let the woman learn in silence 
with all subjection. 


“But | suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over 
the man, but to be in silence. 


"For Adam was first formed, 
then Eve. 

“And. Adam was not deceived, 
“but Fhe woman being deceived 
~was in the transgression. 


"Notwithstanding she shall be 
saved in child-bearing, if they con- 
tinue in faith and charity and holi- 
~ ness with sobriety." — | Timothy 
2:11-15. 


Again we have the teaching, 
“Let the woman learn in “silence 
with all subjection.” A woman’s 
' part in the public services, when 
the Word of God is taught, is to 
learn in silence instead of teaching 
men. And then Paul, the inspired 
apostle, says, “But I suffer not a 
woman to teach.” In the public 
services of the church it is out of 
order for a woman to teach. When 
men are present in a church serv- 
ice she should learn in silence. The 
rest of verse 12 says, “nor to usurp 
authority over men. 

These Scriptures not only plainly 
command women to keep silence in 
the church as far as places of | 


teaching and authority are con- 
cerned, but they say exactly why. 
The New Testament takes the 
same basis on this as the Old 
Testament; “but they are com- 
manded to be under obedience, AS 
ALSO SAITH THE LAW” — (I 
Corinthians 14:34). The Old and 
New Testaments unite in giving 
woman's position in the home and 
in the church as subject to man. 

The reason for woman’s second- 
ary position is given in the Scrip- 
ture above, I Timothy 2:13, 14; 
“For Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. And Adam was not deceived, 
but the woman being deceived was 
in the transgression.” Eve was 
made originally as an help meet, 
subordinate to Adam. She did not 
have the spiritual discernment 
that Adam had; Adam was not 
deceived but the woman was de- 
ceived, we are told. After the fall 
God commanded Eve “thy desife 
shall be to thy husband and he 
shall rule over thee’ (Gen. 3:16). 
In the New Testament the same 
teaching is given in Ephesians 5: 
22-24; 


“Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. 

"For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church: and he is the sav- 
iour of the body. 

"Therefore as the church is sub- 


ag unto Christ, so let the wives 
e to their own husbands in every 
thing." 

Goa put in the nature of man 
something that fits him for author- 
ity. God put in woman that which 
makes her a good help meet, sub- 
ject to the man. She is “the weak- 
er vessel” (I Peter 3:7). Therefore 
women were not meant to be 
preachers and teachers and offi- 
cials with authority in the church. 

Taking the Scriptures at face 
value then, women should not teach 
men in public services and women 
are not to preside or to be in 
charge of services of the church 
where men are present. That 
seems to be the simple and obvious 
meaning of the Scripture above. A 
woman, then, should not be pastor 
of a church, for a pastor has au- 
thority as an overseer. A woman, 
then, should not be an evangelist, 
holding revivals, and having in 
charge services with mea present. 
To do so she must have authority 
over men, and every true evan- 
gelist must teach the Bible to the 
congregation, including men, which 
women are forbidden to do. 

Women, then, should not be Bi- 
ble teachers, teaching the Word of 
God to mixed congregations of men 
and women, young men or mixed 
classes of young men and young 
women. Women should not teach 
men and should not be in charge 
of services where men are present, 
according to these plain Scriptures 
of the Word of God. It is evidently 
contrary to this Scripture for a 
woman to be in charge of a depart- 
ment of church work including 
men. if these Scriptures are to be 
followed and taken at its plain 
face value.- 

And I remind you that there are 
no other Scriptures which even ap- 
pear to contradict these plain com- 
mands of God’s Word. Those who 
believe it right for women to 
preach and teach men and have 
places of authority or supervision 
over men in the churches may have 
reasons which appear to be good 
reasons but they should frankly 
admit they are not Bible. reasons. 
They have no Scriptures, for there 
are no Scriptures which teach or 
appear to teach that women should 
be public preachers of the gospel 
or teachers of men nor in author- 
ity over men. 


No Women Preachers In Bible 


Times 

The exampie of the New Testa- 
ment is as clear as its precepts 
on this question. There was not a 
single woman preacher in all the 
churches of the New Testament 
nor for that matter was there one 
in the Old Testament.. Women 
preachers and Bible teachers usurp- 
ing authority over men are a mod- 
ern innovation comrary to the 
teaching and practice of New Tes- 
tament churches. There were 
twelve ‘apostles but not one of them 
was a woman, Jesus sent out sev- 
enty others preaching the gospel 
but not one of them was a woman. 
Many preachers are mentioned in 
the New Testament churches but 
not a sermon nor public address. 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


by a single woman is mentioned. 
Christian women in New Testa- 
ment times did many wonderful 
things but they did not address 
public assemblies, did not have of- 
ficial positions of authority in the 
churches, did not teach mixed Bi- 
ble classes nor hold revivals. 


Sometimes the prophetesses of 
the Bible are given as examples of 
women preachers but prophetesses 
did not preach. Not a single men- 
tion is made of one who did preach 
and the word “prophetess” does not 
mean preacher. To prophesy means 
to foretell future events and in- 
volves a special, immediate revela- 
tion from God. A good example 
of New Testament prophecy is 
found in Acts 21:10 and 11. 


“And as we tarried there many 
days, there came down from Ju- 
daea a certain prophet, named 


Agabus. 


"And when he was come unto 
us, he took Paul's girdle, and 
bound his own hands and feet, and 
said, "Thus saith the Holy Ghost, 
So shall the Jews at Jerusalem 
bind the man that owneth this gir- 
dle, and shall deliver him into the 
hands of the Gentiles.” 


Agabus was a prophet and here 
is given the case where he proph- 
esied. It was not a sermon, it was 
not an exposition of the Scriptures, 
it was not even a public address. 
He told Paul and the little party 
with him the things that would 
take place as revealed to him by 
the Holy Spirit. A study of this 
passage will show you what was 
the work of Anna, the prophetess 
(Luke 2:36-38), of the four daugh- 
ters of Philip which did prophesy 
(Acts 21:9), and other prophetess- 
es of the Bible. 


If some one should remember 
that prophesying in public is dis- 
cusse@d in the 14th chapter of I 
Corinthians before a mixed congre- 
gation, then you must remember 
also that when verse 31 says, “For 
ye may all prophesy one by one, 
that all may learn, and all may be 
comforted” then it is followed by 
verse 34, which says, “Let your 
women keep silence in the church- 
es: 
them to speak; but they are com 
manded to be under obedience, as 
also saith the law.”” Women proph- 
etesses in the Bible kept silence in 
the public services like other wo- 
men. They were not preachers, 
were not Bible teachers. 


Deborah, Prophetess and Judge 


In Judges 4:4, 5 we are told 
about a great woman, Deborah, 
who was both prophetess and 
judge. 


“And Deborah, a_prophetess, 


the wife of Lapidoth, she judged 
Israel at that time. | 


"And she dwelt under the palm 
tree of Deborah between Ramah 
and Beth-el in mount Ephriam: and 
the children of Israel came up to 
her for judgment.” 


Individuals came to Deborah, 
and this spiritually-minded woman 
helped settle their disputes. She 
did not preside over public meet- 
ings, did not teach the Bible nor 
preach as did many Old Testament 
prophets. Read the account 
through and you will see that that 
is true. 


God revealed to Deborah that 
Barak should lead the children of 
Israel in a rebellion against Sisera, 
who was in charge of the invad- 
ing and oppressing armies of King 
Jabin of Canaan. When Barak in- 
sisted on Deborah going with him 
she plainly told him that it would 
be for his dishonor. Since he asked 
a& woman even to accompany him, 
God allowed another woman to kill 
Sisera. God is not pleased for wo- 
men to have authority over men 
and men are always dishonored un- 
der woman’s leadership. This is 
the teaching throughout the Bible. 


Miriam the prophetess, sister of 
Moses and Aron is sometimes men- 
tioned as an example of women 
preachers in the Bible, but that 
is a great mistake. In Exodus 15: 
20, 21 we are told how Miriam and 
other women sang after the de- 
struction of Pharaoh’s army in the 
Red Sea. But when you read it 
carefully you will see that Miriam

way. He does not want them to 
come to begging and they need 
not do so, for verse 25 says, “I 
have been young, and now am old; 
yet have I not seen the righteous 
forsaken, nor his seed begging 
bread.” 


How Have This Prosperity? 


If God wants His people to be 
prosperous there should be very 
definite instructions about it in the 
Bible. And there are. Many verses 
tell how to have the blessing of 
God on daily life. 

The first Psalm, verses 1-3 give 
a clear and useful rule for pros- 
perity. 

"Blessed is the man that walketh 
not in the counsel of the ungodly, 
nor standeth in the way of sinners, 
“4 sitteth in the seat of the scorn- 

ul. 

"But his delight is in the law of 
the Lord; and in his law doth he 
meditate day and night. 

"And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, that 
bringeth forth his fruit in his sea- 
son; his leaf also shall not wither; 
and whatsoever he doeth shall 


prosper.” 

The word blessed means fortun- 
ate, happy, or prosperous. The 
happy man mentioned here does 
not keep bad company. Notice the 
three verbs, “walketh,” “standeth,” 
and “sitteth.” The man who first 
casually walks with bad company 
will next stand in the way with 
them and then sit down in their 
seat and live with them. 

Notice again how the kind of 
company grows worse. First, “un- 
godly,” that is simply those not 
Christians. Second, “sinners,” those 
actively sinning and wicked; and 
third, the “‘scorners,” that is those 
who are unbelievers, who scoff at 
and hate God. 

This blessed man or happy man 
is the one who keeps out of bad 
company. This is one thing im- 
portant about God’s plan for our 
prosperity and success. 


Root of Prosperity, The Bible 


But the Bible itself is the secret 
of prosperity and success. “The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom” (Prov. 9:10). True 
wisdom or knowledge of how to 
succeed and do well should natural- 
ly scome then from the Bible, the 
Word of God. All success depends 
upon the favor of God and we can- 
not know how to please God except 
from the Bible. 

So verse 2 says, 

“But his delight is in the law of 
the Lord; and in his law doth he 
meditate day and night." 

The happy, successful, and pros- 
perous man is the man who loves 
the Bible, reads the Bible, lives 
by the Bible, and meditates there- 
in day and night! - 

At once it becomes apparent 
that some men are not prosperous 
who seem to be. I believe God 
can help in financial affairs and 
give prosperity in business but I 
am certain that those who only 
prosper in material matters are 
miserable failures. God can help 
people to make money, but money 
is of far less importance than spiri- 
tual welfare and happiness. True 
prosperity is based on one’s har- 
mony with the will of God and one 
cannot be in harmony with the 
will of God without a delight in 
the Word of God and constant 
meditation therein. Any othr 
prosperity is one-sided, incomplete, 
and often temporary, more appar- 
ent than real, Real prosperity, well 
rounded, coniplete, permanent pros- 
perity and good fortune is found 
by loving, learning, following, and 
meditating in the Word of God. 

To be fully prosperous a man 
must be blessed, not only when he 
deals in money, but when he deals 
in eternal values; not only in bread 
and meat, but in love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance, etc. 
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This prosperity is described in the 
3rd verse of the ist Psalm, as fol- 
lows: 


"And he shall be like a tree 

lanted by the rivers of water, that 
Eringeth orth his fruit in his sea- 
son; his leaf also shall not wither; 
and whatsoever he doeth shal! 
prosper. : 

A cut flower may bloom and live 
for a time in a vase of water. she 
dry land of a great desert not 
long ago was watered by an un- 
usual rain, the first in years. Im- 
mediately there sprang up lovely 
wild flowers from the seeds long 
dormant. But as the moisture 
evaporated, the flowers died. So is 


perity of any man whose roots take 
hold on the things of this world. 
But the happy, fortunate, blessed 
man of the First Psalm who medi- 
tates day and night in the Word of 
God and delights in it is like the 
tree planted by the riverside and 
those roots go down deep to the 
subsoil, eternally watered by the 
abundant river! Such a Christian 
never dries up. Throughout west- 
ern Texas and much other country 
of little rainfall, the observer may 
see the prairie broken by trees only 
along the water courses. Creeks 
are marked by the trees which 
grow along their banks. Trees 
cannot grow in the dry soil on 
higher ground, in wide stretchesy 
of the western United States. . 
businesses because they did not 
have resources to draw on at a 
time of distress. When moral 
stresses come, Many men and wo- 
men fail and fall before the temp- 
tation and troubles that are theirs. 
The breakdown of business insti- 
tutions and the bankruptcy of firms 
is not as bad as the failing of hu- 
man character in time of stress. 
Many people cannot stand pros- 
perity and cannot stand poverty. 
They wither and are miserable, un- 
happy failures in the face of ‘the 


inevitable disasted that life brings.

They do 
not have a place to go for reserve 
strength for every need. But the 
man who delights in the Bible and 
meditates therein day and night

Such a man will bring 
forth his fruit in his season 
whether it be a dry season or a 
wet season. His prosperity will not 
depend upon outward conditions. 
His prosperity will depend on him 
being in touch with God, having 
prayers answered and having the 
smile of Heaven upon his efforts. 


The Fruitful Christian 


The fruitful Christian is a Chris- 
tian with his roots in the Word of 
God, one who delights in the Bible 
and meditates therein day and 
night. A Christian who is not suc- 
cessful in soul winning is a Chris- 
tian who is not doing right by the 
Bible. Soul winning does not de- 
pend upon education, upon train- 
ing, upon natural gifts. No tree 
can bring forth fruit of itself. It 
must be able to reach down deep 
in the bosom of mother nature and 
draw up the life giving water and 
the food which is in the soil. So 
Christians only bear fruit as they 
are rooted deep by the rivers of 
water of God’s Word. 

Soul winners are not always 
great Bible students, not always 
scholars. But successful and un- 
usual soul winners are always 
those who delight in the Word of 
God, who believe it, who love it, 
who meditate upon it. D. L. Moody 
is a suitable example. He was not 
known as a great Bible student. 
He was not a scholar. He had a 
very limited education and yet he 
was a great Bible preacher and 
soul winntr. He loved the Bible 
with a holy devotion, studied it, 
knew it, believed it, and meditated 
in it day and night. Others who 
have scholarship do not delight and 
meditate day and night in the 
Word of God and so they do not 
bring forth fruit in season as they 
could and should. 


The Christian Whose Leaf Does 
Not Wither 


The leaves of a tree have many 
useful functions. As the roots ab- 
sorb the moisture and food values 
from the soil, so the leaves use the 
sunshine to carry on the process 
of nature. The leaves are a shade 
to the birds in the tree and to 
man and beasts who rest beneath 
its shelter. The leaves delight the 
eye. Anyone who will carefully 
study the infinite variety in the 
shapes and color of the leaves will 
realize at once that God intended 
them for beauty. 

The Christian whose roots are 
deep in God’s Word, Christians like 
a tree planted by the rivers of 
water, will have leaves that do not 
wither! Surely this means a happy, 
happy Christian life. Christians 
ought to win sows, but Christians 
ought also to be happy, joyful, 
sweet tempered. Christian’s leaves 
should not wither. His leaf will 
not-wither if he delights day and 
night in the Word of God! 

One of my sins as a preacher has 
been that sometimes I labor in the 
ministry until I lose my own joy 
in the Lord. Too often I study the 
Bible as a preacher but do not 
study it as a Christian. Too often 
I feed others and have no food 
for my own poor withered soul! 
Sometimes I cry out with the one 
in the Song of Solomon; “They 
made me the keeper of the vine- 
yards; but mine own vineyard have 
I not kept” (Song of Solomon 
1:6). 1 am saying that sometimes 
I am a Christian with withered 
leaves. 

Of course after your leaves 
wither your fruit will begin to fail, 
and I have found it so in my own 
life. The ‘tree that is thrifty and 
healthful with an abundant crop 
of leaves should be expected to 
bear fruit. So Christians ought to 
be so Sones eer on ma) ene RRR so content, so easy 


} to get along with, so full of the 


Christian graces that every passer- 
by will attest the genuineness of 
their religion. What a sin for Chris- 
tians to have withered leaves, 
drooping faces, discontented hearts! 

When [ feel the joy slipping, I 
know what I need. I need to go 
back with a new abandon to the 
Word of God, to love. it, to de- 
light in it, to meditate in it day 
and night. When I do that I cau 
learn to rejoice again in the Lord, 
and there is a freshness to my 
ministry that otherwise would be 
lacking. 

A peach tree that I knew died 
and the leaves withered and begun 
to fall just as the peaches begun 
to ripen. The thrifty house wife 
gathered the peaches, but they 
were not good to eat fresh. They 
made sour pickies very well! Chris- 
tians would not bear so much sour 
fruit if their leaves were aiways 
green. 

George Mueller was a great man 
of prayer. He said that he had 
kept a record of 10,000 prayers of 
his which God had answered. He 
said that the first duty of every 
Christian every morning is to be- 
come happy in the Lord, before 
asking for a thing else. He grew 
to so read and meditate in the 
Word of God until he estimated 
that he read ten pages of the Bi- 
ble to one of ali other literature! 
One of the first duties of a Chris- 
tian is to be close enough to God 
to be happy in Him. And remem- 
ber that this greenness of leaf 
comes by having ones roots deep 
by the river of waters, the unfail- 
ing stream of Divine revelation, the 
Word of God! 

Oh if hungry-hearted, defeated 
people would only learn the joy 
and blessing of an intimate know!l- 
edge and loving meditation day 
and night in the Word of God. 


In His Law Doth He Meditate 


Day and Night’ 


To fulfill the requirements of this 
passage, the daylight is not enough. 
It will take some of the night 
time. Christians should so delight 
in the Bible that they would medi- 
tate therein.in the night as well as 
in the day. Gamblers have been 
known to gamble through two or 
three days and nights without stop- 
ping for sleep. So great is the 
greed for unholy, unearned gain. 
People often dance all night with- 
out sleep. Many a man with an 
active mind has read other books 
all night long. Work is more 
precious than sleep to many and 


pleasure is a better rival still. Why |, 


would it be strange if a child of 
God should sometimes delight in 
the Word of God all the night 
through? 

This Scripture anticipates that 
the Word of God will so saturate 
the blessed man’s being that he 
can meditate on the Word while 
he works. I well remember how 
the first talks I ever made for 
Jesus were prepared as I milked 
the cows and meditated on the 
Scriptures. And the Christian who 
loves the Bible and meditates 
therein will memorize a great 
many passages which he can re- 
joice in at night when the lights 
are out, or in the day when his 
hands are too busy to hold THE 
BOOK. 


"Whatsoever He Doeth Shall 


Prosper" 


Again I remind you the Bible 
has many wonderful “whosoever’’s 
and whatsoever’s. It has some 
wonderful “all’s and “none’s. The 
Bible uses sweeping, positive, all 
inclusive, all exclusive language. 
And praise His name, God always 
means all He says. Men sometimes 
say that things are “great” when 
they are ordinary. Men say “thou- 
sands” when they should say 
“hundreds.” But when God says 
“whatsoever” He means exactly 
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that. The blessed Christian who 
delights in the Bible and meditates 
therein day and night has the un- 
failing rule of success and pros- 
perity in eve g he puts his 
hand to; “whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper!” Preachers who con- 
stantly delight in the Word of God 
and meditate therein will have 
blessing on every sermon, will have 
blessing on his personal work, will 
have wisdom from God for all his 
decisions. He will have money to 
pay his rent, his gas and to buy 
groceries such as he needs. And 
so it will be with every Christian, 
preacher or not. The saved man 
may expect everything he turns 
his hand to to be blessed, if he 
first has his roots planted deep 
in the Word of God and if day 
and night he meditates and de- 
lights in the presence and will of 
Christ as revealed therein. This 
is God’s unfailing rule ‘fur pros- 
perity in everything you ¢!».

led only the women. Evidently 
they followed her outside the 
camp;. .and ali the women 
went out after her....” and she 
Sang with the women. Later Mir- 
jam presumed to take a place of 
leadership equal with Moses, her 
youngest brother, but God smote 
her with leprosy for her presump- 
tion (Numbers 12:1-5). Miriam is 
not an example of a woman preach- 
er. And her presumption and pun- 
ishment should be a warning to 
other women. 


Why Does God Bless the Preach- 
ing and Teaching of Women? 


As we have said above, there is 
no doubt of the Bible teaching on 
this question, Women are com- 
Manded not to teach nor usurp 
authority over men, but to be in 
Silence. And the Bible does not 
tell of any women preachers, But 
there are other arguments which 
have great weight with some peo- 
ple and we will consider them. 

First of all, many women 
preachers and evangelists seem to 
be blessed of God. Catherine Booth, 
the wife of General William Booth 
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and vith him the founder of the 
Salvation Army, is said to have 
been a remarkable preacher lead- 
ing to the conversion of thou- 
sands of souls. Her daughter, 
Evangeline Booth has doubtless 
done a lot of good, as did her 
daughter-in-law, Maud Ballington 
Booth. Many of the Salvation 
Army women have preached on 
the streets and in the jails and 
halls and have won souls to Christ. 
Though I disagree strongly with 
Aimee Semple McPherson, the re- 
ports of multitudes who have been 
present in. her meetings can not be 
ignored. The testimony is tha t 
many have been saved through her 
preaching, though doubtless great 
harm has been done, too. Earnest 
Christians report that Uldine Ut- 
ley, girl evangelist, now twenty- 
three, who has been holding reviv- 
als for a number of years, has led 
thousands to Christ. And all over 
the land there are good women 
who have taught mixed Bible class- 
es of men and women, or classes 
of men, from whom the listeners 
have gotten great blessings. In 
honesty we must face the fact that 
seemingly God has blessed the 
preaching and teaching of women 
when they violated the instructions 


of the Bible, and when according 


to the Bible they ought not to 
have been preaching. 


It is my deep conviction that 
God’s way is always better than 
man’s way. I believe that appear- 
ances are deceitful and whenever 
mans way seems to have succeed- 
ed, God’s way would have been in- 
finitely better. The way to settle 
this matter-and every other matter 
of couduct and doctrine is to take 
the Bibie at face value, do what 
God says, in faith, believing that 
God’s way is the best way and will 
result in the best good for all con- 
cerned. 

I firmly believe that more people 
would be savea with women never 
preaching than will be saved by 
their preaching. I believe that the 
Bible would be more widely taught, 
more widely accepted with less 
heresy and isms if a woman never 
violated the Scriptures by teaching 
men or by teaching a church. Even 
if we had no explanation, still the 
only safe way is to take the Bible 
and accept God’s way, believing 
it to be the best when appearances 
do not prove it. The Scriptures 
say, “There is a way which seem- 
eth right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death” 
(Proverbs 14:12). The ways that 
seem right to men are usually 
wrong. When they contradict the 
way plainly laid out in the Bible, 
they are always wrong. Because 
a way seems right to men is no ar- 
gument for rejecting the way that 
God has laid out. Because Catho- 
lic Priests do some good is no 
proof that men ought to be Catho- 
lic Priests. They ought to be 
something better. Because John 
Wesley did good when he preached 
as an unconverted man is no eyi- 
dence that unconverted men ought 
to preach. Because women preach- 
ers have done good is no reason 
why women ought to be preachers 
contrary to the plain word of God. 


When you consider the false 
movements spcnsored by women 
religious leaders, you will realize 
what a curse women religious lead- 
ers have been. Christian Science, 
denying whe fact of sin, the actual 
deity of Chiist, the bleod atone- 
ment and che eternal punishment 
of the wicked, was founded by a 
woman preacher. The modern spir- 
itualist movement was begun by 
women and is principally carried 
on by women. Seventh Day Ad- 
ventism is largely the result of the 
writings of one woman, Mrs. 
White, and to this day Seventh Day 
Adventists’ literature ascribes di- 
vine inspiration to her writings. 
That whoie legalistic system of 
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salvation by keeping the law is 
blamable. in a large part to the in- 
fluence of a woman. The modern 
tongues movement with.a thousand 
excesses is very largely carried on 
by women preachers. How inter- 
esting that the inspired apostle 
Paul rebuked the tongues move- 
ment in the fourteenth chapter of 
First Corinthians and immediately 
commanded. thereafter, “Let your 
women keep silence in the church- 
es!” The modern tongues move- 
ment would never have been with- 
out women preachers who violated 
the command of God by preaching 
what God did not ordain them to 
preach. Men are often wrong in 
doctrine, but women in places of 
leadership and authority on the Bi- 
ble are evidently much more like- 
ly to be wrong. The most useful 
women of even those who preached 
were women who worked under the 
supervision of their husbands or 
other strong men, 

Miriam offended God when she 
sought religious leadership. The 
woman hiding leaven in three mea- 
sures of meal in the parable of 
Jesus (Matt, 13:33), certainly rep- 
resents the introduction of evil and 
false doctrine. Why did Jesus say 
“a woman’? The woman “Jezebel” 
in the church at Thyatria who 
called herself a prophetess was a 
teacher of the church. She seduced 
Christians to commit fornication 
and eat things sacrificed to idols 
and God held it against the entire 
church (Rev. 2:18-23). Just as Sa- 
tan found it easier to deceive Eve 
than Adam, and by her, lead the 
race into sin, so Satan finds it eas- 
ier to misiead women preachers 
and teachers and so to lead multi- 
tudes into false doctrine and sin 
today. 


The Harm of Women Preachers 


Women preachers evidently do 
far more damage than tney do 
good. They probably keep many 
men from preaching who would do 
far better than they. They prob- 
ably in every case could win more 
souls God’s way than in their own 
way in plain disobedience to the 
teaching of the Scriptures. One 
cannot always trace the evil that 
comes from disobeying God, but 
evil there always is. 

A wife sometimes disregards the 
teachings of the Bible and seeks 
the prominence in her home. She 
argues that she is wiser or better 
than her husband. Perhaps she is 
more thrifty. Often such women 
are sincere Christian women. Ap- 
parently, to human eyes, they are 
better fitted to rule the home than 
is the father and husband. But in 
the long run invariahbiy it turns 
out that there is a lack, a fault in 
the home. There is a break-down 
in the respect for authority. Chil- 
dren do not revere and obey their 
parents. The Bible itself is discred- 
ited, A train of evil follows. 


So it is with women preachers, 
they may seem-.to do much good, 
but actually they do much harm. 
We may be certain that in the long 
run more souls will be saved by 
women taking the place assigned 
them under obedience, not usurping 
authority nor teaching nor preach- 


ing. 
’ What Women Can Do 


Women need not be embarrassed 
because they cannot preach as a 
pastor or evangelist. Neither can 
most men. God does not call all 
to assume places of responsibility, 
and men do not feel themselves 
discriminated against just because 
they cannot all be pastors of 
churches or all be. in places of lead- 
ership in the church. But every 
Christian does have duties and can 
be greatly used of God and be hap- 
py in His service. 

All can win souls. Every woman 
can. win souls. The Bible puts no 
restrictions on. her personal 
work, There is no Bible reason 
why a Spirit-filed Christian wo- 
man cannot talk to individual men 
and women about their souls: 
Priscilla as well as Aquila talked 
personally to Apollos, e are told 
that, “They took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him the way 
of God more perfectly” (Acts 18: 
26). Jesus sent good women to 
tell the others of His resurrection 
(Luke 24:10), and this they did. 
They did not preach to a church, 
but they ran an errand for Jesus! 

Doubtless many women who be- 
lieve they are called to preach are 


| simply moved of the Holy Spirit to 


win souls, A young woman came 
from Iowa to attend the Bible 
School at the Fundamentalist Bap- 


| | tist Tabernacle in Dallas in Novem-

ber. She had felt called to preach, 
she said; and had “preached” a 
number of times during the 
summer. When she heard the 
Bible teaching on this subject she 
was greatly troubled and came to 
me for counsel, It soon appeared 
that she had not been winning 
souls. She found great joy and 
peace when she surrendered her 
will to the Lord’s way and began 
privately to seek to win sinners to 
Christ. I told her of a number of 
women in my church who win 
more souls each year than the av- 
erage preacher’ does, and without 
even standing before an audience. 
I do not doubt that God had called 
her, but He had called her to win 
souls and be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. for daily witnessing... God 
never calls anybody by the Holy 
Spirit to do something contradic- 
tory to what the Holy Spirit has 
written down in the Bible. And if 
the women who aspire to be 
preachers and Bible teachers would 
set out whole-heartedly to win all 
the sinners they could to Christ 
privately, they would win more 
souls than they do and please God 
infinitely more, I am sure. 


In my own church we never have 
women in charge of services. No 
woman ever fills the pulpit, leads 
the singing, nor leads the congre- 
gation in public prayer. In a circle 
of prayer, where each one prays 
for himself, women take part as 
individuals, carrying their own 


-| burdens to the Lord and uniting in 


prayer. With a man directing a 
testimony meeting, women often 
praise the Lord when called on to 
do so. In doing this they do not 
usurp authority nor attempt to 
teach, but simply give a personal 
testimony of praise. With the serv- 
ice directed by a man, women of- 
ten sing, I think, to the glory of 
God. I believe these things couid 
not be called taking authority nor 
teaching. 


A woman who testifies and sings 
is not absolutely “keeping silence’ 
in the meaning of the English 
word, but they are silent as far 
as teaching and authority are con- 
cerned in the church, the meaning 
given to the word by I Timothy 
2:12. 


Should Women Teach in Sunday. 


School 


Obviously, women should not 
teach the church as such. Should 
they teach separate classes, not in 
the church assembly, for instance, 
classes of women or cildren? 

I think that can be settled by 
the Bible. It is my own conviction 
and practice that women may be 
allowed to teach women and chil- 
dren in classes separated from men 
and young men. In Titus 2:3-5 
aged women are commanded, 
“That they may teach the young 
women.” Outside the church as- 
sembly a woman then might teach 
other women or even an individual 
man, as Priscilla helped Aquila 
teach the preacher Apollos. Wo- 
men are commended in the Bible 
for teaching their children. Timo- 
thy was congratulated for the un- 
feigned faith which had descended 
to him from his mother and grand- 


her own children. 
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mother (II Timothy 1:5), so that 
from a child he had known the 
Holy Scriptures (II Timothy 3:15). 
Certainly fathers ought to take the 
principal responsibility of teaching 
their children, but. no one will deny 
that a mother should help teach 
I judge then 
that God would be pleased for wo- 
men to teach classes of children, 
and good women do that in our 
Sunday School. Mrs. Rice teaches 
a class of young women in our 
Sunday School. She has been 
blessed in it, but has a growing 
distaste for it. It is our conviction 
that if possible men should teach 
classes of adults. Though the Bi- 
ble does not forbid a woman to 
teach women, the Bible does teach 


that men are better fitted for ° 


teaching. 

In II Timothy 2:2, the inference 
is that the principal teachers of a 
church should be men and that 
these men should be taught by the 
pastor who himself should be “apt 
to teach” (verse 24). 


Back To The Bible 


We need to learn again that 
God’s way is better than any hu- 
man ways. Dear women, let us go 
back to the Bible, back to God's 
way for you . It is the way of hap- 
piness, of peace, the way to better 
service to Christ, the way that will 
win the most souls, 

The Holy Spirit has been grieved 
by our modern ways. Too often 
we leave Him no room in the 
churches. Our man-made programs 
and plans are too modern. We 
lean to our own understanding. We 
do not in all our ways acknowledge 
Him, and He cannot always direct 
our paths. I call on preachers and 
churches everywhere to earnestly 
come back to the Bible standards. 
Let good women find the place God 
has given them in the churches, 
and let good men be challenged to 
fulfill their leadership in the 
churches.
